Central Pacific Railroad, 


We acknowledge receipt of Senate 
Committee (Nevada Legislature) report 
en the Ceniral Pacific Railroad. We 
have carefully perused that document, 
because we are more interested in the 
nuccess of that road than any other now 
progress in California. 

The survey and examination of a route 
for tais rdilway commenced in 1861, un- 
der the direction of the late T. D. Judah. 
The result was the selection of the Dutch 
Flat and Donner Lake route, The only 
ghjcct of the company was to select the 
cheapest, most direct and most practica- 
ble line for this national work. Had. the 
Placerville route been able to present 
equal advantages with the Dutch Flat 
und Donner Lake route, it would have 
heen accepted—for the reasons tbat an 
immense carrying trade was done over 
jt and a powerful influence would have 

been conciliated., 

The result is that’many efforts have 
been made to retard the operations of 

. company ; thus far, however, witb- 

t any tangible resuit. This company 
is supported as follows : : 

The General Government gives it 
$16,000 per mile iu 30:6 per cent. bunds 
far that portion of its line between Sac- 
ramento and Arcade Creek, (seven miles} 
the latter place being designated by the 
President as the western base of the 
Sierra Mountains. From Arcade Creek 
te the east for a distance of one bundred 
snd fiity miles, the sum of $48.000 per 
raile in the same class of bonds. The 
company alse receives twenty sections 
of public land per mile—equaj to 12.- 
£0) acres. These seciions are designa- 
ted hy the odd numbers and must be lo- 
cated witbin twenty miles of the line. 
and on either side, as the Company may 
choose. Mtneral lands are excepted from 
this arrangement, but the company is 
prrmitted to take tbe timber from them. 

These Government bonds are a lien 
upon the railroad and its fixtures ; but. 

the company is privileged to issue mort- 

gage bonds to an equal ameunt which, 
when issued, are to bave priority over 
the Government lien. 

. The Legisleture of California has an- 
thorized ‘he company to issue $1.500,000 
of iis bonds—the interest’ of which. at. 
seven per cent. per annum for twenty 
years payable in gold and silver, is as- 
sumed by the Staite, and paid from a 
railroad fund raised by special tax. In 


return for this, the railroad agrees to’ 


perform certain servires for the State 
whenever required. The Supreme Court 
bas decided the Act of the Legislature 
to be Constitutional.

We have been skirmishing to-day with 
the Indians. They have retreated and 
are rapidly disappearing. <A large band 
of them are camped on Rush Creek to- 
night. Rush Creek is ten miles east of 
this place. | 
‘Our operator’ informs us it has been 
six days since the last communication 
with Omeha. | 
_ Thursday, noon last, the operator at 
Julesburg reported that the Indians at- 
tacked the place and were setting fire to 
the Overland barn, which contained a 
large stipply of grain, etc. The men at 
that post went to the fort, which is a 
mile from the station. The force at the 
fort consisted onty of ten men including 
the telegraph operators. Since Thurs- 
day noon until now, we are unable to 
hear from the east on account of the In- 
dians that hold the road from Julesburg 
to Mud Springs. We suppose, from thé 
information that we can gather, that the 
Overland telegraph will be in working 
order again in a day or two. The Den- 
ver line is also down, but we expect to 
have it all O. K. ina few days. The 
damage done to the line by Indians is 
not known as yet. Ae, 
‘Mud Springs, Feb. 7, 7-30 P. M. 
Seven men are wounded—only three 
seriously. The names of those badly 
wounded are Clark of Co. D, 7th Iowa; 
Landenbuck of Co. B, 11th Cav.., 
and Beibn of same company. The rein- 
forcements, with artilley, from Fort 
Laramie, are expected to-night. Lieut. 
Col. Collins leaves here in the morning, 
with his command, in the direction of 
Rush Creek, in pursuit of those hostile 


Indians who bave camped to-night at- 


tush Creek, ten miles east of here. 
Feb. 8th, 11 A. M. 
The reinforcements with artillery. 
from Fort Laramie, arrived at Mud 
Springs last night. | 
Lieut. Col. Collins left Mud Springs 
abouteight o’clock this morning, with 
one bundred and filty men, with artil- 
lery. in pursuit of those hostile Indians 
They are. going in the direction of Rush 
Creck, thence on. They expect to reach 
Pole Creek to-morrow some time. Ef 
forts are being made to repair the line, 
and I think we will be in communica- 
tion with the East probably to-morrow.
